ETTERS from Milan of the 19th of 

laft Month import, thar they had re- 

ceiv’d the following News from Na- 

ples. The joth of June the Imperial 

Army arriv’d at Saa-Germano, whence 
300 Hosfe and all the Huffars were detach’d to 
make themfelves Mafters of Capua; but they re- 
turn’d that Night to Mignano, where the Army was 
arriv'd, having not been able to execute their De- 
fign, becaufe 4 Regiments of Horfe were in the 
Neighbourhood. The 2d thofe Regiments having 
Order to retire, the Imperialifts entred the City. 
The 5th the Garrifon of the Caftle having ftood 
fome Difcharges of Gannon, march’d out by Ca- 
itulation. In the mean Time the Duke d’Efcalona 
some not having Troops enough to keep the 
Field, after having provided with good Garrifons 
all the Places of Strength, and being, unwilling to 
expofe Naples which is defencelefs to be plunder’d, 
declar'd to the Nobility that he judg’d it proper 
to leave it for fome Time, which was approv'd. 
He retir’d to Gaeta, which is the Key of the King- 
dom, and which he had garrifon’d with 3000 Men. 
The Marquis de Villena his Son, provided abun- 
dantly the 3 Caftles of Naples, with Ammunition, 
and Provifions, without any Tumult; and then 
went to the Viceroy at Gaeta. The 6th fome De- 
puties went to Averfa, to offer the Imperialifts 
Entrance into the City, on Condition they fhould 
commit no Diforder there. The 7th the Foot en- 
tred it, and the Horfe encamp’d in the Neighbour- 
hood of the Place. The Nobility fhew’d great 
Fidelity for the King of Spain. Part of them had 
follow’d the Viceroy, and the Marquis de Villena, 
with the Regents, the @ouncils, and the military 
Officers. The greateft Part of the reft of the No- 
bility retir’'d into the Provinces with the Troops, 
to keep them firm in their Duty ; among the reft 
the Prince of Caftiglione, who went into the A- 
bruzzo with a Body of Morfe to preferve that En- 
terance of the Kingdom. 

Toulon, July 25. The 23d of this Month 7 Bat- 
tallions arriv’d in this City ; the 24th 13 others ar- 
riv'd, and the reft that were expected arriv’d to 
Day. 34 Battallions are pofted in an entrench’d 
Camp, which is planted with a great Numbér of 
Cannon, between the City and the Mountain of St. 
Aune, which is a great fteep and inacceffible Rock. 
By this Means we bave cover the Royal Gate, or 
Gate of Marfeilles, by which we can always have 

Succours, 6 Bautallions are put into the Town, in 
Which a-e befides 4 Battallions of Marines, a great 
many Officers, Guards Marine, and Gunners. The 

_ new Works ere intirely finith’d, and the Place is 
furnith’d with an extraordinary Number of Cannon 


and Mortars, wich which a great Number of Bat- 
teries are made. The Marflisi de Teffe here 
yefterday, and to Day he took a View of the Camp, 
and of the City both within and without. He is 
to fet out to Aéorrow to retu:n to Aix, in Order ro 
draw cogether ihe Horfe, and 30 or 35 Battallions 
that ace on the March ; with which be will obferve 
the Enemy narrowly, if they perfift in their DefGign 
to befiege this City. One of their Parties of Huffars 
has been furpriz’d and taken in a Village, with their 
commanding Officer. By them, and by above 300 
Deferters that are come over we are inform’d that 
their Army is extremely fatigued, that there are 
many Sick in it, and that the Duke of Savoy having 
oblig'd his Troops to march hard through a Country 
without Water, many Soldiers died of Thirft and 
Heat ; which oblig’d him to hale a while and to 
march more flowly. We are affur'd likewife, that 
fince he pafs'd the Var his Army is leffen’d 2000 
Men. He has likewifle been retarded by the Winds, 
which for 3 or 4 Days have been contrary to the 
Enemy’s Fleet, in which are a great Number of 
Sick. They anchor’d Yefterday along our Coaft, 
between the Salt-Pits of Hieres and the Mouth of 
the Gapeau, 4 or 5 Leagues from hence, where ‘tis 
probable they will land their Artillery and other 
things neceffary for a Sicge. We have an Accounr, 
that the Dutch Vice-Admiral Vander Goez, died at 
Nice. The Marquis de Sebville, Commander of a 
Squadron, is dead by a Fall froma Rock, where he 
was giving Direction for making a Battery : He is 
very much lamented. The Van of the Enemy's 
Army came 2 Days ago to Cuers, within 3 Leagues 
of this Place ; but we have no Account yet where 
the reft of their Troops are. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Aug. 9. 

Aix in Provence, July 28. The Marthal de Teffe, 
who is now in this Town. bas order'd a very ftrong 
Line to be made from hence to the Durance ; upon 
which all our Inhabitants, as well Churchmen as 
Laymen, are fetto Work. By his Order the Forti- 
fications of the Caftle of Tretz are demolifh'd. The 
Enemy's Army is at prefent encamp'd 3Leagues from 
Toulon, and their Fleet is at the Iflands ‘Hieres. 
In the Camp which the Marthal de Teffe bas form’d 
b:fore this Town Troops arrive daily, which with 
the Succours that are coming from Germany will 
amount to 35 Battallions and 48 Squadron® To 
Morrow we expect the Count de Medavi with 2000 
Men. Our Hofpital is full of fick Men. This 
Morning 1500 Men were fent in all bafte from hence 
to Mar(eilles. ‘Tis advis'd from Montpelier and 


other Places in Languedoc, that notwithftanding all 
‘the Vigilance of our Generals the Maleconrents in 


the Sevennes and Vivarez having Information of the 
Approack of the Enemy’s Army, have begun to 
draw together in Arms ; fo that the Marfhal de Mon- 
trevel has been oblig’d to fend 400 Dragoons to- 
wards Alais and Anduze, to fall upon a Body of 
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thofe Malecontents; and at Nifmes he has causd 
M. Briff>ies co be broken alive on the Wheel.

‘the Siege of Loulon: The Enemy's Fleet have 
‘ appear'd before the Harbour, and we every Mo- 
* ment expect Couriers wich Accounts of the Enter- 
‘ prizes of the Enciny, whofe Army is reckon'd 
‘to be 38000 Menat moft. The Duke of Savoy 
has publith'd a Declaration, itaportng, thar he is 
‘ come only to deliver the People of Provence from 
“the Slavery of France, and to recover the Sove- 
‘raignty of that Province, by Virtue of a very 
‘ancient Title ; promifficg Protection to the In- 
© habitants; who out of an Inclination to Novelty or 
« Rebellion are well affected co him: Of this the Town 
* of Graffe efpecially have given an iluftrious Ex- 
‘ample, having of their own Accord prefented to 
the Duke of Savoy a great Sum of Money, after 
‘ having refus'd a very {mall Sum to a French
